Department of Tourism or any Committee that 
may be constituted in supersession of the said 
Notification . 


(b ) The owners /managers of the Heritage 
House will be at liberty to display and sell 
souvenirs , books , etc. to the visitors without 
any obligation to the Department of Tourism , 
Government of Goa . However, the Department 
of Tourism shall under no circumstances be 
held responsible for any inaccuracy in the 
information supplied by the owners /managers 
of the Heritage House . 


(viii ) " Conservation " means a complete or 
partial restoration of - 


(a ) a Heritage House , including repairing 
cracks in the walls , painting the front façade , 
: repairing any broken windows and replacing 
any glass or mother - of-pearl shell cover, 
repairing any portion of the house that may 
be in danger of collapse provided that this 
portion of the house is to be viewed by the 


( c ) The owners /managers of the Heritage 
House will be at liberty to serve any form of 
refreshment to the visitors and charge any 
reasonable price on any item of refreshment , 
subject to compliance with the provisions of 
any law , rules, regulations, etc. as in force in 
this State . 
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( d ) The owners /managers of the Heritage 
House will be at liberty to allow any or all the 
visitors to the house to take photographs of 
the front façade or inside of the house . The 
visitors , however, shall not be charged for being 
allowed to take pictures of the house unless 
it is for any commercial purpose . 


Tourism reserves the right to use the material 
provided by the owner /manager of the Heritage 
House in any way he deems fit provided it is 
for the benefit of the heritage tourism for the 
State . 


( c ) The Director of Tourism shall integrate 
the Heritage Houses into other Schemes and 
programmes of the Department of Tourism for 
the promotion of the State s tourism . 


( e ) The income from entertainment, viewing , 
refreshments , food , fee for photography, 
sale of souvenirs etc. may be fully retained 
by the owners /managers of the Heritage 
House . 


( d ) The Department of Tourism shall assist 
the owners /managers of the Heritage House 
for the conservation of the Heritage House by 
providing the following financial assistance : 


( f) To enable the Director of Tourism to 
promote the heritage house, the house owner / 
/manager shall provide adequate and ample 
information to the Tourism Department in terms 
of family history, contributions to Goan politics , 
society , literature , art , and whatever 
photographs that may be required from time 
to time . 


(i) SOFT LOAN not exceeding Rs. 5 lakhs 
at an interest rate of 7.5 % per annum and 
with the requirement of repayment of the 
loan amount within a period not exceeding 
10 years from the date of release of the first 
installment of the loan ; 


( g ) The owners /managers of the Heritage 
House shall arrange for their own method of 
display of any family antiques /memorabilia , etc. 
and for the security and / or insurance of the 
same. The Director of Tourism shall, at no time 
and under circumstances be held 
responsible for any loss or damage to any 
house or portion or contents thereof in the 
Heritage House . 


(ii) HARD LOAN not exceeding Rs. 5 lakhs, 
at an interest rate of 7.5 % per annum and 
with the requirement of repayment of the 
loan amount within a period not exceeding 
5 years from the date of release of the first 
installment of the loan ;

( iii) GRANT- IN - AID of an amount not 
exceeding Rs . 1,50,000 / - subject to the 
condition that the Heritage House cannot be 
withdrawn from the Scheme for a period 
of 3 years from the date of receipt of the 
grant -in -aid , and also subject to fulfillment 
of all other terms and conditions of the 
Scheme. 


(h ) It shall be the sole responsibility of the 
owners /managers of the Heritage House to 
ensure the safety and comfort of the visitors / 
/ residents .

( B ) Rights and Responsibilities of the Director 
of Tourism : 


(a ) The Director of Tourism shall have the 
right to withdraw any benefits that accrue from 
the Scheme to any Heritage House if in his 
opinion the owners /managers of the Heritage 
House are found to be acting or functioning 
against the interest of the State s heritage or 
tourism . 


( e ) The financial assistance sanctioned under 
clause 5 ( B ) ( d ) of the Scheme shall not be 
disbursed in cash to the owner/manager of 
the Heritage House but applied directly by 
the Department of Tourism to the cost 
of conservation project of the Heritage 
House . 


(b ) The Director of Tourism will take all 
necessary steps to inform the public regarding 
the availability of the Heritage House for 
viewing / accommodation etc. These steps may 
be in terms of press releases, leaflets , booklets , 
other print media or electronic media such as 
CD -ROMS, Web -pages, etc. The Director of 


( f) The Department of Tourism will assist 
those owners /managers of the Heritage House 
who are interested in providing entertainment 
to visitors with an interest - free CULTURAL 
ENTERTAINMENT LOAN not exceeding 
Rs. 50 , 000 , with the requirement of repayment 
of the loan amount within a period not 
exceeding 2 years from the date of release of 
the amount . 
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( g ) The Department of Tourism , through 
its Director, shall have the right to inspect 
the selected house and verify the quality of 
services offered and heritage value from time 
to time with the prior consent of the parties 
concerned . 


8. Terms and conditions specific to Heritage 
Houses for Viewing and accommodation --- ( a ) The 
Heritage House for viewing and accommodation 
shall be kept open for visitors on days and at 
times specified by the owners /managers of the 
house , and informed in advance to the Director 
of Tourism or any officer appointed by him for 
this express purpose . 


( h ) The Director of Tourism reserves the right 
to view , from time to time, the entertainment 
provided in the Heritage Houses and reserves 
the right to ask the owners /managers to cease 
the form of entertainment if it is , in his opinion , 
not compatible with State s current and 
traditional values and standards. 


(b ) The Heritage House has to be registered 
as a hotel under the provisions of the Goa, 
Daman and Diu Registration of Tourist Trade Act , 
1982 ( Act 10 of 1982 ) , and conform to the 
provisions thereof: 


6. Terms and conditions specific to Heritage 
Houses for viewing .-- ( a ) The Heritage House for 
viewing shall be kept open for visitors on days 
and at times specified by the owners /managers 
of the house , and informed in advance to the 
Director of Tourism or any officer appointed by 
him for this express purpose . 


( c ) The owners /managers of the house shall 
be allowed to place a donation box at the end 
of the tour or at the end of the stay in which 
visitors may donate any amount voluntarily . At 
no time shall the owner /manager of the house 
coerce or force the visitor to contribute to such 
a donation box . At no time shall the owner / 
/manager of the house coerce or force the visitor 
to contribute to any other charity not directly 
connected with the conservation and 
maintenance of the house . 


(b ) It shall be the sole responsibility of the 
owners /managers of the Heritage House to 
conduct a tour of the house for the benefit of 
the visitors . 


( c ) The owners /managers of the house shall 
be allowed to place a donation box at the end 
of the tour in which visitors may donate any 
amount voluntarily . At no time shall the owner / 
/manager of the Heritage House coerce or force 
the visitor to contribute to such donation box . 
At no time shall the owner/manager of the 
Heritage House coerce or force the visitor to 
contribute to any other charity not directly 
connected with the conservation and 
maintenance of the Heritage House . 


9. Terms and Conditions specific to Heritage 
Houses for other purposes.- (a ) The owners / 
/managers of the house shall intimate to the 
Director of Tourism the exact nature of the facility 
to be provided at the Heritage House . Prior 
intimation shall have to be given to the Director 
of Tourism for changing the facility provided in 
the house . 


7. Terms and conditions specific to . Heritage 
Houses for accomodation.- ( a ) The Heritage 
House for accommodation has to be registered 
as a hotel under the provisions of the Goa , 
Daman and Diu Registration of Tourist Trade Act , 
1982 ( Act 10 of 1982 ) and conform to the 
provisions thereof . 


( b ) The Heritage House shall be kept open for 
visitors on days and at times specified by the 
owners /managers of the house. The days, hours 
and timing will be informed to the Director of 
Tourism or any officer appointed by him for this 
express purpose . 


( c ) The owners /managers of the house 
shall be allowed to levy a reasonable charge from 
each visitor commensurate with the standard and 
quality of the facility being provided . 


(b ) Sale of food and beverages to residents will 
be permitted . However , this shall be subject to 
complying with the provisions of the relevant 
lawsx rules , regulations, etc. as in force in this 
State . 


( d ) The facility shall have to comply 
with the provisions of the relevant laws, 
rules, regulations , etc. as in force in this 
State . 
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10. Administration of the Scheme.---- (a ) The 
Scheme shall be administered by the Heritage 
Tourism Committee . 


(b ) The Heritage Tourism Committee shall frame 
detailed rules, regulations, forms, etc. to 
implement the Scheme. It shall supervise the 
implementation of the Scheme to ensure its 
success . Day to day administration of the Scheme 
shall be run by the Member Secretary who shall 
submit quarterly report to the Committee . 


panel. The technical panel will also lay down the 
norms of maintenance . Professional fees for the 
Architectural experts will be as per standard 
professional fees recommended by the Council 
of Architecture constituted under the Architects 
Act, 1972 (Act 20 of 1972), or the Indian Institute 
of Architects , a professional body registered 
under the Societies Registration Act, 1860 , subject 
to the approval of the Finance Department. 
Professional fees to conservation specialist and 
folk art specialist will be job specific as decided 
by the Heritage House Committee , with the 
approval of the Finance Department. Professional 
fees to the technical panel shall not exceed 10 % 
of the cost of conservation project for a Heritage 
House . 


( c ) The Heritage Tourism Committee shall 
consider the applications recommended by the 
Heritage House Committee for declaring a house 
as a Heritage House . In its decision , the Heritage 
Tourism Committee shall categorise the Heritage 
House in one of the four categories mentioned 
in clause 4 (a ) ( ii ) to ( v ) of the Scheme. 


(d ) Technical Panels , with such term as may 
be specified , shall be appointed by the Heritage 
Tourism Committee , to advise the Heritage 
Tourism Committee in the matters of Architecture, 
Construction , Conservation , Heritage and Art and 
also to assist in the conservation of Heritage 
Houses . Each Panel shall consist of: -- 


( f) After the conservation project for each 
Heritage House is prepared by the Technical 
Panel, the same shall be presented to the Heritage 
Tourism Committee for final clearance . The 
owner /manager of the Heritage House shall be 
invited to take part in such presentation and offer 
his /her views . 


( g ) After the terms are finalized with the 
owner /manager , the Director of Tourism shall 
execute a Memorandum of Understanding (MOU ) 
with the respective owner /manager of the 
Heritage House . 


( 1 ) Senior architect . 
( 2 ) Conservation specialist . 

( 3 ) Expert in folk art and regional art 
history. 


( h ) The payment to the executing agency shall 
be released directly by the Director of Tourism 
based on the certification by the Technical Panel, 
and after obtaining confirmation from the owner / 
/manager of Heritage House , regarding 
satisfactory completion of work . 


( e ) This technical panel shall carry out the 
professional work of preparing drawings, 
specifications, estimates, tenders , etc. for the 
conservation of each house separately . The 
agency for carrying out the work will be finalized 
alongwith the rates , terms of contracts , etc. by 
the panel in consultation with the owner /manager 
of the Heritage House . The panel will also make 
site inspection , give instructions during execution 
of work and certify the bills of the contractors . 
Selection of artifacts , antiques and their 
arrangements will be as per the advice of the
